WESSELS’  SPECIFICATION. 

TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  I,  Hart 
Wessels,  of  Saint  Marj  Axe,  London,  Doctor  in  Physick,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  His  most  Excellent  Majesty  George  the  Second,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  and  so  forth,  by 
^  His  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date  the 
Twenty-third  day  of  July,  in  the  thirty-third  year  of  His  said  Majesty’s  reign, 
did  give  and  grant  to  me,  the  said  Hart  Wessels,  His  special  licence,  full 
power,  sole  priviledge  and  authority,  that  I,  the  said  Hart  Wessels,  and  my 
exors,  adihors,  and  assigns,  should  and  lawfully  might,  during  the  term  of 
10  years  therein  expressed,  use,  exercise,  and  vend,  throughout  that  part  of  His 
said  Majesty’s  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  called  England,  the  Dominion 
of  Wales,  and  Town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  and  also  in  His  Majesty's 
Plantations  and  Colonies  abroad,  my  new-invented  “  Medicine  called  Tinctura 
Embryonum  in  which  said  Letters  Patent  there  is  contained  a  proviso 
15  obliging  me,  the  said  Hart  Wessels,  by  writing  under  my  hand  and  seal,  to  cause 
a  particular  description  of  the  nature  of  my  said  Invention,  and  in  what  manner 
the  same  is  performed,  to  be  inrolled  in  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  of 
Chancery  within  four  calendar  months  after  the  date  of  the  said  recited 
Letters  Patent,  as  in  and  by  the  same,  relation  being  thereunto  had,  may 
20  more  at  large  appear. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  in  compliance  with  the  said  proviso,  I,  the  said 
Hart  Wessels,  do  hereby  declare  that  my  said  new-invented  Medicine  called 
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Wessels  Medicinal  Compound. 

Tinctura  Embryonum  is  composed  and  prepared  of  the  several  particulars  and 
in  manner  following  (that  is  to  say) : —  * 

Recipe :  Coralliorum  rubrorum  uncias  duas  lapidishsemathit.,  is  uncias 
quatuor  terrae  japonicse,  uncias  duas  Caryophillorum,  uncis  moschatae  Zingiberis, 
aha  unciam  unam  cinnamoni  acuti,  unciam  femissem  radicis  galangae  Zedoariae,  5 
ana  unciam  unam  seminis  anisi  carui,  ana  unciam  unam  ligni  santali  rubri, 
unciam  unam  sacchari  albi  libram  dimidiam.  florum  lavendulae,  pugillos 
duos  herbae  menthse,  salvise,  aha  manipulos  duos,  salis  tartari  unciam  dimidiam. 
Incisa  et  contusa  infunde  in  spiritus  vini,  rectificati  conqus  duobus  per  octo 
dies,  digere  et  cola  per  chartam  bibulam  tunc  destilletur  secundum  artem ;  1 0 
adde  tinctura}  radicis  Braziliensis  et  tinctura}  corticis  Peruriam,  ana  unciam 
unam  stent  tunc  per  mensem  et  iterum  destilletur  cui  postea ;  addo  spiritus 
salis  aromatici  uncias  octo,  et  servetur  ad  usum.
